Ricur Hon’srte Sir, 

It would be a superfinous form in me, to address to you a narrative of the 
Campaign which has opened against the Sikis, and the successful action of yesterday, since you have 
in person shared the fangues and dangers of our Army, and witnessed its efforts and privations; but 
that my position at its head rauders this my duty, aud it te necessary fram that positiau I should place 
these events on record, for the information of all Europe as well as of all Podia. 

You, Sir, know, but others have to be told, that the sudden and unprovoked aggression of the 
Sikhs by aoe | the Sutlege, with the great proportion of their Army, with the avowed infention of 
attackifig I erozepbre, in time of profound peace, 1: ndered indispensable on our side a series of dificult 
combinations for the protection of our Frontier Station so unjustifiably and so unexpectedly menaced. 

From the advanced and salient situation of | erozepore, and its vicinity to the Sikh ¢ apital, its 
defence against a sudden attack, becamea difficult operation. It was always possible for the Sikh 
Government to throw a formidable force upon it, before one sufficientl) numerous could, on our side, 
be collected to support it. But when, upon the }}th instant, it became known at Umballa, where 
I had established my Head Quarters, that this invasion had actually taken place, the efforts to rpel it 
followed each other in rapid succession ; notwithstanding I had the fullest coufidence in Major Geul. 
Sir John Littler, Commanding at Ferozepore, and in the devotedness and gallantry of the Troops 
occupying tt. € 

The Troops fiom the different Stations in the Sirhind Division were directed to move, by forced 
marches, upon Bueseean, where, by a most judicious arrangement, you had directed supplies to be 
collected, within a wonderfully short space of time. 

The main portion of the Force at Loodianah was withdrawn, and a Garrison thrown into the little 
Fortress there. From this central position already alluded to, both Loodianah and Ferozepore could 
be supported, and the safety of both places might be considered to be brought, in some measure, withia 
the scope of the contingencies of a general action to be fought for their relief. 

All this 1s soon related; but inost ee have been the marches of the Troops in completing 
this concentration., When their march had been further prolonged to this place, they had moved over 
a distance of upwards of one hundred and fifty miles in six days, along ioads of heasy sand: their 
perpetual labour allowing them scarcely time to cook their fued, even when they received it, and hardly 
au hour for repose, before they were called upon for renewed exertions. 

When our leadigg Corps reached Wudnee, a small Jagheer of the late Maharaja Shere Sing, its 
Garrison shut the gates of the Fort against them; and, as our Battering Guns were far in the rear, it 
mas determined to reserve it for future chastisement, and we remained contest with compelling the 
Village to furnish supplies—it could however provide little, except fur our overworked Cattle, under 
pain of enduring 4 cannonade and assault: this it did without the uecessity of firing a shot. 

When we reached Wudnee, it was evident that the force before Ferozepore felt the influence of 
our movements, as we heard that a very large portion of that force had been detached to oppose our 
further advance: their feeling parties retired on the morning of the 18th bofore our Cavalry Dicquats, 
near the Village and Fort of Moodkee. . 

Soon after mid-day, the Division under pe Genl. Sir Harry Smith, a Brigade of that under 
Major Genl. Sir Jolfa MeCaskill, and another of that under Major Geni. Gilbert, with 5 Troopa of 
Horse Artillery and two Light Field Batteries, under Lieutt. Cull. Brooke, of the Horse Ariillery 


{Brigadier in Command of the Artillery Force) and the Cavalry Division, consisting of Her Majesty's 
3d Light Dragoons, the Body Guard, 4th sod Sth Light Cavalry, and the 9th Irregular Cavalry, took 
up their ancangping ground in front of Moodkee, .

Te scast their attack, and to cover the formation of the Infantry, I advanced the Cavalry, under 
Brix tdie.s White. Gough, and Mactier, rapidly to the front, in Columns of Squadrons, and occupied 
thy plas: Tnev were speedily fBilowed by the five Troops of Horse Artillery, uader Brigadier Brooke, 
who took uy a forward position, having the Cavalry then on his flanks. 

The country ts a dead gi ea at short intervaly, with a low but, in some places, thick 
gh j Ogle, and dotted with ‘andy hillocks. ‘Lhe Enemy screened their Infantry and Artillery 
bet d tits jungle, and such undulations as the ground afforded, and, whilst our twelve Battalions 
fo: > d, from kehellona of Biigades, into line, opened a very severe cannonade upon our advancing 
"| oops, which was vigorously rephed to by the Battery of Horse Arullery, under Brigadier Brooke 
vineh was soon joined by the two Light bield Batteries. ® 

The rapid and well directed fire of out Arullery appeared soon to paralyse that of the Enemy; 
and as it wis necessary to complete our Infantry dispositions without advancing the Artillery toq near 
to ine jungle, [directed the Cavalry, under Drizadiers White and Gough, to make a flan? movement 
on the Isnemy’s left with a view of threatenimg aud tarning that flank, if possible. Wah praiseworthy 
gal uiry, the 3id Light Dragoons with the 2ud Diigade of Cavalry, consisting of the Body Guard and 
Sth ight Cavalry, with a portion of the 4th Lancers, turned the left of the Sikh Army, and sweepite 
aioug the who« tear of tts Infantry and Guns, sleuced, for a tine, the latter, and put them numerous 
Cavahy to flight.  Whilsp this movement wis taking place on the Vnemy se lett, 1 directed the 
rens ander of the 4th Lancers, the 9th Imeg uar Cava ry, under Bisgadier Mactier, with a Light Ficid 
Bauery, to threaten ther mght This manauvie was also successful. Elid not the Infantry and 
Guns ot the Enemy been screened by the ysungle, these billant charges of the Cavalry would have 
been productive of greater effect. 

When tue infartry advanced to the attack Brigadier Biooke rapidly pushed on his Horse Artil- 
tery close to the jungle, and the cannonade was resumed on both sides Phe Infantry, under Major 
Genls. Sir Harry smyh, Gilbert, and Sir Jolin MeCa-kill, attacked in Echeilon of les the Unemy’s 
Infantry, almost invisible amongst wood and the approaching darkness of ght The opposition of 
the Enemy was such ae might have been expected from Lroops who had every thing at stake, and who 
had long vaunted of being irresistible. ‘Vheir ample and extended line from their greit superiority of 
numbers far outflanked ours; but this was counteracted by the flank movements of our Cavalry. The 
atisck of the Infantry now commenced, and the roll of fire from this powerful aru soon cousinced 
the Sikh Army that the; had met with a foe they ttle cxpected; and then whol: force waa diiven 
from position after posiuon with gieat slaughter, aud the loms uf 17 pieces of Artillery, some of them 
of heavy calibre, Our Infantry using that never facing weapon, the Bayouet, woienevet the Pnemy 
stood Night only saved them from worse disaster, for ting stout conflict was ma tamed dasns an 
hour «nda halt of dim star i oht atnidst a cloud of dust from the sandy plain, which yet moregbaypred 
every object.

i egret to say, this gallant and succes+fal ittack was attended with considerable loss Tho five 
bivoi.s sed upon the field for some hours, ani oi'y teturaed to its eucampment after ascertaming that 
It had ne Enemy before if, and that aight prevented the possibility of regular advance im pure ait 

I beg to congratulate you, Right Ltou’ble Su, on this fi st defeat of our Invaders by the Arniy 
J had tt: henorto command. ‘Lhe perseverune by wien suecess was attained you personally 
witnessed; and the Troops I am sure, felt proud ot the self-uevotion with whicn their Governor Gene- 
raul exposed himself to every danger amonzeat them. I before said that our loss hag been severe. at 
could not be csteemed smallif we had no other to record when I mention that, towards the conclusion 
of the affan, Major General Sir Robert Sale, to whom fndia and Unglaad ate so much indebted, bad 
his left thigh shuttered by a grape shot, and that the wound has since proved mortal; Sir Joha 
McCaskill, an old and valued Officer, who has glone his couatry much gvod service, teceived a balt 
through his chest on the advance of his Division, and immediately expired. = Brigadiel8 Bolton and 
Mactier, and Lieut, Colls.

Ihave again to congratulate you on the success of our Arms. A grand battle 
has been fought against the Sikh Army at this place, and, by the blessing of Divine Providence, Vie- 
tors has been wou by the valor of our ‘Troops against odds aud under circumstances which will render 
this agiion one of the most memorable in the page of Indian Bhytory. 

; Lier the combat of the Exth st Moodkee, information was received the following day, that the 
Enemy, “tn encreased numbers, were moving on to attack as. A line of defence was taken up in 
advance of our encampment, and dispositions made to repel us all; but the day wore away without 
their appearing, and at meht we had the satisfaction of being remforced by TL. M/s 29th Foot and the 
H CJ>s Fist European Light Infantry, with our small Division of heavy Guns, 

finust here allede to a circumstance most favorable to our efforts in the ficld. On this evening, 
in addition to the valvable counsel with which you had, in every emergency before favored me, you 
were pleased ver further to strengthen my hands by kiudly offermg your services as second in Com- 
mand in ty Aroy.  Tneed hardly say with bow much pleasure the offer was accepted. 

On the morpiug of the 21st, the offensive was resumed. Our columus of all Arms debouched 
four miles on the road to Ferozeshah, where it was known that the Enemy, posted in great force and 
with a most formidable Artillery, had remained since the action of the 18th ineessantly employed in 
entrenching his position. Instead of advancing to the direct attack of their formidable works our force 
maneuvered to their right; the second aud fourth Divisionsef Infantry in front, supported by the Ist 
Division and Cavalry in 2nd line, continued to defile for some time out of cannon shot between the 
Sikhs and lerozepore. ‘The desired effect was not long delayed. A cloud of dust was seen on our 
left, and, according to the instructions sent him on the preceding evening, Major General Sir John 
Littler, with his Division, availing bimself of the offered opportunity, was discovered in full march to 
niite his force with mine. The junction was soon effected, and thus was accomplhshed one of the 
great ohyects of all our barrassing marches and privations inthe relief of this Division of our Army 
from the blockade cf the numerons forces by which it was surrounded. 


—- Dispositions were now made for an united attack on the Enemy’s entrenched Camp. We found 
it tobe a parallelogram of about a mile in Jength and half a mile mn breadth, including, within its area, 
the strong village of Ferozeshah; the shorter sides looking towards the Sutlej and Moodhee, and the 
longey towards Ferozepore and the open country. We moved agatnst the last named place, the ground 
in front of which was like the Sikh position at Moodkee, covered with low jungle. 


The Divisions of Major General Sir John Littler, Brigadier Wallace who had succeeded Major 
General Si John MeCashill, and Major General Gilbert, deployed into line, having in the centre our 
whole force of Artillery, with the exception of 3 Troops of Horse Artillery, one on either flank and 
one in support, to be moved as occasion required, Major General Sir Harry Smith’s Division, and our 
small Cavalry Force, moved in second line, having a Brigade in reserve to cover each wing. 


I should here observe that T committed the charge and direction of the left wing to Lieutenant 
Geucral Sir Henry Haidinge, while I, personally conducted the right. 


A very heavy cannonade was opened by the Enemy, sho had dispersed over their position upwards of 
ene tundred Guns, more than forty of which were of battering calibre. ‘These kept up a heavy and well- 
diected fire, which the practice of our far less numerous Artillery of much lighter metal, checked, in 
some degree, but could uot silence ; finally, in the face of a storm of shot and shell, our Infantry advanced 
and carried these formidable entrenchments. ‘Uhey threw themselves upon the Guns, and with 
matchless gallantry, wrested them fiom the Eremy, but, when the Batteries were partially within our 
grasp, our Soldiery had to face such a fire of murketry from the Sikh Infantry arrayed behind their 
Guns, that in spite of the most heroic ¢fforte, a portion only of the entrenchment could be carried. Night 
fell while the conflict was every where raging. 

Although I now brought up Major General Sir Harry Smith's Division, and he captured and 
long retained another point of the position, and H. M.’s 3d Light Dragoons charged and took some 
of the most formidable Batteries, yet the Enemy remained in possession of a considerable portion of 
the great quadrangle; whilst our ‘Troops, intermingled with theirs, kept possession of the remainder 
and finally bivouacked upon it. Exhausted by their gallant efforts, greatly ceduced in numbers, and 
suffering extremely from thirst, yet animated by an indomitable spirit. In this etate of things the long 
night wore away. 

Near the middle of it one of their heavy Guns was advanced and played with deadly effect upon 
our Troopse Lieutenant Geueral Sir Henry Hatdinge immediately formed H. M.’a 80th Foot and the 
Firat European Light Infantry. ‘Chey were led to the attack by their, Commanding Officers, and, 
animated in their exertions by Lieutenant Colonel Wood, (A. D. C. to the Ligutenant General) who 
was wounded on the outset. The 80th captured the Gun, and the Enemy dismayed by this counter- 
check, did not ea ee to press on further. During the whole night however they contioued to 
harass our Troops by fire of Artillery, wherever moon-light discovered our position. 


But with day-light of the 22d came retribution, Our Infantry formed jine, supported on both 
flanks by Horse Artillery, whilst a fire opened from our centre by such of our heavy Guid’hs 
remained effective, aided by a flight of Rockets. A masked Battery played with great effect upon this 
poiat, dismounting our pieceg and blowing, up our Tumbrils. At this moment Lieutenant General 
= Henry Hardinge, placed himself at the head of the lef{ whilst Irode tothe head of the ‘tight 


Our line advanced unchecked by the Enemy’s fire, drove them rapidly out of the Village of 
Ferozeshah and their encampment, then changing front to its left, on its centre our force continued 
to sweep the Camp, bearing down all opposition, and dislodged the Enemy from their whole position. 
The line then halted, as if on a day of manceuvre, receiving its two Leaders as they rode along its front, 
with a gratifying cheer, and displaying the captured Standards of the Khalsa Army. We had taken 

pwards of 73 pieces of Cainon, and were masters of the whole field. 


The force asstimed a position on the ground which it had won; but even here its labors were 
not to cease. In the course of two hours, Sirdar Tey Sing, who had commanded in the great lost 
battle, brought up from the vicinity of Ferozepore fresh Battalions, and a large I*teld Artillery, 
supported by 30,000 Ghurchurras, hitherto encamped near the river. He drove in our Cavalry | 
parties, and made strenuous efforts to regain the position at Fer ozeshah. ‘This attempt waxdefeated § , 
but its failure had scarcely become manifest, when the Sirdar renewed the contest with gnor? Trooys 
and a large Artillery. He commenced by a combination against our lefs flunk, and, when this was 
frustrated, made such a demonstration against the captured Village, as compelled us to change our 
whole front to the right. His Guns, during this manutuvre, marntatned au incessant fire, whilst eur 
Artillery Ammunition being completely expended in these protracted combats, we were uualle to 
answer fim with a single shot. 


I now directed our almost exhausted Cavalry to threaten both flanks at once, preparing the 
Infantry to advance in support, which apparently caused him suddenly to cease his fire and abandon 


the field. 


For 24 hours not a Sikh has appeared in our front. The remains of the Khalea Army are said to be 
in full retreat acroes the Sutlege at Nuggur Puttun and ‘Lilla, or marching up its jeft bank towards 
Hurreekee Puttur?in the greatest confusion and dismay. Of their Chiefs, Bahadur Sing 1s killed, 
Lall Sing is said to be wounded, Mehtab Sing, Adjudeeah Persaud, and Tey Sing, the late Governor 
of Peshawur, have fled with precipitation. ‘Their Camp isa scene of the most awful carnage ; and they 
have abandoned large stores of Grain, Camp Equipage and Ammunition. 

Thus has apparently terminated this unprovoked and criminal myasion of the peaceful Provinces 
under British protection. 

On the conclusion of such a narrative as I have given, it is surely superfluous in mo fn say, that 
J am and shall be, to the last moment of my existence, proud of the Army which [ have the honor to 
command on the ist and 22d instant. ‘To their gallant exertions | owe the satisfaction of secing such 
a Victory achieved, and the glory of having my own name associated with it. 

‘The loss of this Army has heen heavy: how could a hope be formed that it -hould be otherwise? 
within 30 hours this force stormed an entrenched Camp, fought a general action, and su-tained two con- 
siderable combats with the enemy. Within four days it bas dislodged from their Qositions ow the left 
bank of the Sutlege 60,000 Seikh Soldiers, supported by upwards of 150 pieces of Cannon, 108 of 
which the enemy acknowledged to have lost, and 9t of which are in our possession. 

lu addition to our losses in the battle, the captured Camp was found to be every where protected 
by charged Mines, by the successive springing of which many brave Olficers aud Men have been 
destroyed. 

1 must bear testimony to the valour displayed in these actions by the whole of the Regiments of 
H. M.’s Service employed and the H. C.’s ist European Light Infantry. The Native Force seconded 
in a most spirited manner their gallant conduct. 

To Lieutenant General Sir Henry Hardinge, my Qecond ig Command, my warmest thanks are due, 
not only for his personal exertions, which were conspicuous to all, but for the able assistauce which he 
afforded me through all the eventful scenes of this well-fought action. 

To the General and my Personal Staff I+ feel deeply indebted for their unceasing exertions, 
Major Generals Sir Harry Smith, Gilbert, and Sir John Littler, and Brigadier Wallace, (who nobly 
fell in the hour of Victory) fully realized the high expectations 1 had formed of their conduct as 
Jeaders of Divisions. With the Brigadiers, the Commandant of Artillery, and the Chief Engineer, the 
Commanding Officers of Regiments, and with the Departmental Staff, 1 was also greatly pleased, 
Their exertions were most unremitting and highly praiseworthy. : 

The Reports I have received from the Generals of Divisions of Infantry, the Brigagiers of Cavalry, 
and the Commandant of Artillery, speak in the highest terms of their respective staff; and it is my 
intention as soon as possible, to forward to you, Right Hou’ble Sir, a lst containing the names of all 
the Officers I have just enumerated, together with the names of all"those who appear to me specially 
to merit approbation and favor. | 


The hurried manner in which I am forced to @llect information, and prepare these numerous 
detaila, may (I fear) cfuse the omission of the names of some Officers well deserving of notice: but I 
shall not fail to send in a Supplementary List, when I can assure myself of their individual merits, as 
it would be most painful to me to feel that I had not done justice to any one of the bravé men who 
shared with me the glories and dangers of this arduous conflict. 


1 beg now to mention the conduct of an illustiious Nobleman, Count Ravensburg, wi, with the 
Officers of his Suite, Counts Greuben and Oriola, did us the honor to accompany the force during our 
operatioge. They were present at Moodkee, and in this great battle. It is with the greatest pleasure 
and sincefity I can bear my testimony to their gallant conduct on these occasions, worthy of the high 
reputation in arms of their countrymen, and of the great ancestor of one of them. *7 lament to add that 
Dr. Hoffmeister, the Medical Attendant on the Count, was killed in the action of the Qist instant.

1] have the honor to report to your Excelleney that, when the Army under your 
Command had formed its junction with the forces from Ferozepore, under Major General Sir John 
Littler, and was drawn up in order of battle, on the 2fst instant, I proceeded with the two Left 
Brigades commanded by Colon.ls Wallace and McLaren to attack the enemy’s entrenched position at 
Ferow2shah. 


“%. The line advanced with great steadiness, notwithstanding the nature of the ground intersected 
with jungle. When the Troops had cleared these impediments, and had opened out into the plain, 
they continued to press on, without a check, under a very heavy fire of Grape and Musketry from the 
Enemy’s batteries, and having borne down all opposition, entered the Enemy’s Camp aud captured the 


Guns in their front. 
3 This portion ». Camp was, soon after, on fire, compelling the Troops to desist from their 
attack of the remainder, and as it was now dark, the Troops formed on the ground, nearly on a line with 
the burning Camp — From that period till the morning, these brave men were exposed to an inceseant 
fire from the Enemy’s Guns, the darkunes» of the night being illuminated by the explosion of mines, 
tumbrils, and shells, 7 


4. I need not d the events of this night, so remarkable in Military History, because 
your Excellency witnessed them, and with me admired the fortitude and resolution of these brave men, 
ready to encounter any danger, although harassed by fatigae and suffering from thirst. 


5. J have personally reported to your Excellency my admiration of the conduct of H. M.’s 
80th Regiment and the Ist European Light Infantry, in obeying with alacrity the order I gave about 
midnight, to stand to*their arms and charge a Battery which bore destructively on our ranks. Lieut. 
Colonel Bunbury, assisted by Lieut, Col. Wood, my Aide-de-Camp, led the attack, on which occasion 
the latter Officer was wounded. ‘he Guns were smked, the Enemy driven away with loss, and this 
part of oui line left uudistiurled for the remainder of the night. “Pheir conduct in the preceding part 
of the action cate mure tumediately under your Excellency’s own observation. 


6. Your Excellency having formed the Troops before cay-light, led the right of the attack, 
intrusting the left to me. The whole line instantly advanced, and animated by your example, carried 
every thing Lefore them, and, having traversed the Camp from one extremity to the other, drew up in 
a perfect ine, expressing, by loud cheers, as we rode up the line, their conscious pride that every man 
had done his duty. 


7. Tagain most cordially congratulate you on the brilliant success of the Army under your 
Excellency’s Command. 

8 Jtis uow my duty to report to your Excellency that Major General Gilbert, Commanding a 
portion of this Division of the Army, gave me the greatest satisfaction. 

9. Colonel Wallace fell bravely at the head uf his ‘Troops. 

10. Colonel McLaren led bis Brigade with his accustomed judgment and resolution. 

Ji. My own personal Staff having beén all disabled, with the exception of one most dear to me, 
and who still remained by my side, ] derived, on the morning of the 22d, the most valuable aid from 
Lieutenant Colonel Birch, Judge Advocate General, from Lieutenant Cotonel Parsous, and from your 
Excellency’s intelligent and brave Aide-de-Camp, Captain West. ‘These Officers, riding several paces 
in fiont of the line, regulated the advance, animated the men, and prevented any unnecessary firing. 

12. J nave great obligations, during the whole of these operations, to Colonel Benson,.a Mem- 
ber of the Military Board, and acting as my Aide-de-Camp. who has constantly accompanied me in 
the field, and on whose cool judgment and experienced ability | place great reliance. 

13, My Aid-de-Camp, Lieutenant Colonel Wood, hag shewn all the quakties which make.a 
good Office 

14. Ll beg to bring to your notice my Aide-de-Camp Lieutenant Hillier, who is wounded, and 
Lieutanant Peel, of the 387th Native Infantry, Acting Aide-de-Camp, who is slightly wounded. Cap- 
tain Becher, of the Quarter Master General’s Department, attached to my Camp, also accompanied 
me, atid I reeommand him as a very promising Officer. 

15. I ulso recommend the Officers belonging to the Political Agency of these Provinces, who 
acted as my Aides-de-Camp, Cuptain Abbott, and Lieutenant Lake, and ate both wounded. Captain 
Mills, Acting Aid-de-Camp, took the Command of a Troop of Horse ArtiHery, with his usual apiris. 

16. Itis now with great pain that J have to record the irreparable loss’ }- have sustained, and 
more especially the East India Company’s Service, in the death of Major Broadfoet,- of -the Madras 
Army, my Political Agent. He was thrown from his Horse by a shot, and J failed in prevailing apon 
him to Jeave the field. He remounted, and shortly #fterwards, recewed a mortal wound. - He vas as 
brave as he was able in every branch of the Political ahd°Militaty Service. 

17. Major Somerset, my Military Secretary, much ‘about the same‘time was ‘ahot* through the 
body, conducting*himeelf with the hereditary courage of his race. " He was always fotemest where difi- 
culties required to be overcome. 1 deeply regret hiv lose. 2

The first advanee in line was very 
steady, and the approach to the Enemy’s works made under a most 
galling and destructive fire. The casualties in the ranks were awful. The ‘lroops however still 
moved on with great firmness and resolution, and approached the Enemy’s Battgiy to within about 
150 yards, when I considered the prize to be within their grasp. 


Brigadier T. Reed gave the order to charge, supported by the left or Brigadier the Hon'ble T. 
Ashburnbam’s Brigade. This charge was commenced with such determined gallantry and spirit that 
the result seemed certain; The Enemy however having great confidence in their guns continued to 
serve them with extraordinary activity, and to make such havoc in our ranks, ay to cause an immedhate 
panic and hesitation in H. M. 62nd F'oot, which of course had a similar effect on the Native Regiments 
on the flanks, notwithstanding all our exertions to induce them to advance by cheering and encourag- 
ing them, pointing at the same time to the short distance which they had to proceed, when the day 
would be their own. It was all in vain and they retired out of gun shot, to where Hl. M. 9th Foot 
and 26th Regiment N. I. were drawn up in reserve. A part of the I4th Regt. N. L, with their colours, 
accompanied these two Regiments, and entered the Enemy’s Batteries. 


At this period it was nearly dark, and as‘ had heard that the Divisions on the right had also 
been usable to obtain an entrance, I bivouacked for the night in the vicinity. 

On the following morning I obtained information of the Right Division having been directed to 
renew the attack, and I moved to co-operate, as might be necessary. I then received orders to wait 
until further instructions, and was moved up to the ‘own and directed to hold it. The result of this 
attack was most glorious to the British Army. and J heartily congratulate His Excellency and the 
Governor General on the happy termination of probably one of the most sanguinary engagements that 
ever took place in India. 

With she conduct of the Troops in general under me I was much gratified, their patience and 

. perseverance in marchivg through the day, exposed to the sun and want of water, must have no doubt 
in some measure weakened their eneigies; but they notwithstanding evinced great firmness and reso- 
lution in advancing to the attack, until borne down »y the furious and irresistible fire from all arms, 
that men could be exPosed to, the loss of many of their Officers must have tended to relex their efforts

He was shot during the advance in thelact of cheering on the men, 
when within about 250 yards of the Enemy’s wérks. His death will be a/losa to the public service and 
deplored by his friends and relations. - 

Of Captain Egerton, my Agsistant Quarter Master General, whose activity and zeal were conspi- 
cuous, | cannot speak too highly; he was severely wounded on the morning of the 22d. 

It as with much granfication that I also submit for His Excellency’s consideration and acknow- 
Iedog the obligations to Major P, Ifnes, my Deputy Assistant Adjutant General, and Captain Burnett, 
Major of Brigade, for thetr indefatigable exertions throughout the affair, as well as for their able 
assistance u.. all occasions, 

Lieutenant Goodwyn, of the Engineers, has proved himself a most zealous and indefatigable 
Officer during the whole time that the Sekh Army has been opposite Ferozepore, as well as on the 
Evening df the Qist during the engagement, and whom I beg to recommend to His Excellency’s notice.

Fullerton, Superintending the Sudder Bazar, who volunteered tis services as my Aid-de-Camp, and 
was particularly useful to me in the field, | feel indebted. 


Captain Nicolson, late Assistant Governor General's Ageut, and Colonel Van Courtland, late of 
the Seik Service, who were placed at my disposal by the Jate Major Broadfoot, C. B., afforded me 
every assistance in their power during the engagement, and previously, whea the Sciks first crossed 
the Sutlege.

PROCLAMATION BY THE RIGHT HONBLE Tle GOVERNOR GENERAL

The Lahore Government has without provocation or any declaration of Hoatilities, and notwith- 
standing the existence of a Treaty of Amity aud Alltanée, made War upon the British Government—~ 
a large Sikh Army has invaded the British Territories, which has been repulsed and driven 
across the Sutlej, with the loss of 91 pieces of their Artillery now in our possession. It becomes 
necessary therefore for the British Government to take measures for punishing this unprovoked 
aggression, aud for preventing in future similar acts of ‘Treachery by the Government and Army of the 
Punjaub—the British Government considers it right now to call upon all Natives and Inhabitants of 
Hindostan, who,have taken service under the Lahore Government, to quit that service and place 
themselves under the orders of the Governor General of India As long ag relations of Amity existed 
between the two States, there was,no objection to the Natives of the one ‘Territory taking service with 
the Government of the other—but now that the Lahore State has become the avowed Enemy of the 
Government of Hindogtan, it is incumbent on all Natives of Hindostan whose homes and familiea are 
under Britieh protection, to quit the service of thé common Enemy and join that of the Government 
of their own country. All persons of the above description are therefore hereby called upon to repair 
to the British side of the Sutlej and to report themselves to the British Authorities—their interests 
will in all cases be respected—they will, if fit for the Military Service, be taken into that of the British 
Government with all the advantages of Pay and Allowances enjoyed by British Soldiers. 


All Natives of Hindostan who, after the promulgation of this Proclamation, continue in the service 
of the Enemy, will be considered to have forfeited all claim to British protection, and will be treated 
as Traitors to their country and Enemies of the British Government.
